ISSUES ACCOUNT OP SINKING 


OF BRITISH VESSEL

in the North sea, which was first re- 
ported last week. 


After describing how the Amphion 


and the third destroyer flotilla had 
proceeded to carry out a pre-arranged 
plan of search, the report continues 


; follows:

Four 
destroyers gave chase and In about an 
hour's time she was rounded up and 
sunk. 


"After picking up the survivors of 


the German ship, the plan of search 
was carried out without incident until 
half past three in the niornlng.

this hour as tho Amphion on her re- 
turn course was near the scene o£ 
the operations of the KqenlKln Luise 
her course was altered to avoid the 
danger zone. This was successful un- 
til 6.30 a. m., at which hour the Am- 
phion struck a mine. 


"A sheet of flame Instantly engulfed 


the bridge. The captain was rendered 
insensible.- As all the forward part 
of the Amphion was on fire It was 
found Impossible to reach the bridge 
or flood • tho fore-magazine. 


"The ship's back appeared to
